OND OF PARADOXES? Chew on this one: 

-» Twenty-one American prisoners of war in-Korea refuse 
repatriation to their native land, choosing instead to renounce 
their citizenship and live in Red China. This astounds 
America and wounds its pride so deeply that it embarks 
wholesale upon a career of soul-searching. Newspaper edi- 
torials and letters to the editor reflect the nation’s anguish. 
Lengthy tracts are written by various sorts of experts, 
analyzing the reasons behind the turncoats’ action. The men 
themselves are the subjects of full-length biographies in 
the popular press. People just can’t stop talking about them 
for a long time. 

But what happens when the Nazi.murderers of unarmed 

American prisoners of War II—jailed for their crimes—are 
given or promised release from prison? Practically nothing. 

The War Crimes Trials after the war found 73 Nazis 
guilty of taking part in the massacres at Malmedy and other 
towns during the Battle of the Bulge in late 1944. But 70 of 
them have finished their prison terms, been paroled or have 
died. 

It is true that as each of these monsters has emerged 
from jail a free man American veterans and servicemen have 
set up a cry of protest. But it.is also true that this cry has 
evoked little support from the American press. And even 
more puzzling has been the silence of the American people, 
who seem to take no active interest in the matter. 

Perhaps the massacres occurred so long ago that mem- 
ories need refreshing, though it goes without saying that the 
few men who escaped the slaughter will ever forget the cold 
march that day toward St. Vith. Units of the American 
7th Armored Division were on the way to take up defensive 
positions there, in an attempt to halt the German break- 
through, when they were outgunned and outnumbered. near 
Malmedy by a tank force under Col. Joachim Peiper. The 
Americans surrendered. One of the six Americans who 
escaped was Samuel Bobyins of Sandusky, Ohio. He says this 
happened : ' 

“We were... robbed of all our baggage. Then two 
German tanks pointed their machine guns at us and began 
to fire. I was hit several times by this fire. Then the German 
soldiers came through the field shooting anyone who showed 
any sign of life. I spent three months in an Army hospital 
recovering from these wounds. . .” 

About 154 Americans died in the field. A few days later, 
the same Col. Peiper, acting under orders of Gen. Sepp 
Dietrich, committed two similar crimes at LaGleize and 
Pafenondry, Belgium. In all, he accounted for 749 deaths, 
including scores of Belgian men, women and children. 

Well, an American military court, after the war, tried 
Dietrich and Peiper and sentenced them to death. Then, 
spurred by protests in the U. S. Senate that the evidence 
against them was obtained by ‘methods at variance with the 
international conception of American justice and fair play,” 
an investigation was undertaken. A Senate subcommittee 
failed to find indications that the prisoners had been mis- 
treated. Yet their sentences were commuted to life imprison- 
men. This was later reduced to 35 years.

FORT RICHARDSON, 
Alaska. — Differences in the 
AjJaskan Eskimo’s diet and 


that of the average American’ 


soldier have prompted United 
States Army, Alaska, to pre- 
pare a special master menu 
which reflects the differences. 
This is the only place in the 
world where this is necessary. 


The special menu was requested 
by Maj. William Crawford, com- 
mander of the 2d Scout Bn, Alaskan 
National Guard, which is predomi- 
nately manned by Eskimos from 
southwestern Alaska. The scouts 
are attending their annual training 
encampment at Camp Denali, Fort 
Richardson, Alaska. 

Although the menu was designed 
to conform with the eating habits 
of the Eskimos, the menu calls for 
foods in normal supply channels. 
Basic emphasi§ is on preparation of 
the food. $ ‘ i 


BECAUSE the average Eskimo 
in his isolated village has no means 
for frying food, he has not become 
accustomed to it. Fried foods upset 
his stomach. 

Therefore, all food offered to 
these Eskimo Guardsmen is: boiled 
or broiled. Even breakfast sausage 
is broiled, and potatoes, meat and 
fish are boiled. Eggs are hard 
boiled, the way Eskimos normally 
prepare them. 

Usually wild fowl eggs are gath- 
ered each spring and either hard 
boiled, preserved or pickled before 
being added to the Eskimo’s food 


The special menu calls for fish 
to be serVed at least three times a 
week and tea twice a day. Coffee 
is served at the breakfast meal 
enly. The Eskimos prefer tea to 
coffee because it is more easily 

ed and prepared while out 
unting, fishing or trapping. 

Slow burning, long lasting energy 
foods including fats and starches 
have been increased in the menu 
because, living and working most 
of their time out of doors the 
Eskimos require additional calories. 
Bread and macaroni products are 
increased. When served chicken 
noodle soup the broth is shunned 
but the noodles are consumed with 
gusto. 


CANNED MILK is another 


“must” item on the menu. Eskimos: 


drink it as the average soldier 
drinks fresh milk. This is because 
fresh milk is not available in the 
isolated villages, where cows are 
unknown. Canned and powdered 
milk can be obtained from village 
stores. 


Canned fruits are served daily 
to the Guardsmen, to whom fresh 
fruits and vegetables are almost 
unknown. The majority of the men 
love onions, which are stocked in 
the stores and easily kept from 
spoiling. 

Salt and pepper are used in 
large quantities but other condi- 
ments scarcely at all. 

Just as the average soldier packs 
candy, cookies and home - made 
cake when he travels, some of the 
seouts have brought to the encamp- 
ment dried reindeer meat and wal- 
rus hide which they consider deli- 
cacies.
